40.000 in the first, second, third and fourth 
districts, with .Mr. Roosevelt likely to win 
a majority of from -7,500 to 10.000 In three 
wheat districts.

One reason for the big Roosevelt strength 
In Kansas is the vast amount of money 
spent here by the federal government, which 
amounted to more than $463,000,000 in the 
last three years. 


f made a survey of Kansas alate finances 
I to determine how much of Gila money 
could truly he regarded as aiding Gov. U n 
don In balancing his budget. I found that not 
one cent of the money relieved the alate 
treasury In any sense or helped to cut down 
the cost of alate government. 
This la because the rlti/.ena of Kansas 
who received AAA checks or loans for hank* 
or had their mortgages refinanced dealt 
directly with the federal government and not 
one of these Items had previously heen a 
part of the alate budget. 
leaving aside the road building program. 
in which it has been a federal policy for 
many years to match the alate* In building 
highways, there are two Item*, one of $16.-

Woodring, Demo­ 
crat, now acting secretary of war, had a 
balanced budget, too.

The atorle* 
they tell about him are very much like those 
that have grown up around the life of 
( sh in Coolidge. Mr. U ndon has sought con. 
Bluntly to cut out the waste and to eliminate 
t h o s e who "sponge" or 'graft" on the state 
government. It is said, for instance, that he 
found certain state employes who were 
engaged in field work had developed the 
habit of remaining in the field and charging 
their lunches to the state, when, by a few 
minutes’ effort, they could get to their own 
homes. Gov. U ndon called some of them on 
the carpet and insisted this wasn’t fair to 
the alate. 
Gov. bandon la popular even among his 
political opponents, but the ais# of his 
majority will not show it this year because 
he has au opponent who la popular, too.

In some respects the situation 1h anomal 
OU* lit the public mind the Roosevelt ad 
ministration has been identified with ideal 
ism and the brain trust. Its vocal following 
Is made tip largely of those interested lit "a 
cause." Daily it is indicted by the opposition 
on a charge of ha vine elec ted theorists, 
novices and impractUal zealots to places of 
high responsibility. 
In the quieter precincts where the political 
war plans are made, however, sit very prac­ 
tical men indeed. At several of the most Int 
pot taut salients the tower of Democratic 
hope is a political organization of long expel 
ience and definite determination. It is not 
entirely inconceivable that the outcome iii 
these partifular aaltenta may spell national 
defeat or victory, regardless of the noise 
and fury elsewhere. 
Will Tammany deliver in New York’’ Will 
Hague conte across tit New J« sty? ta n 
Guffey swing Pennsylvania? How is Pender- 
rum doing in Missouri? Will Kelly provide 
the needed majority in Illinois? 
Very, tory eagerly will the Democratic 
managers at headquarters watch for the 
answers to these questions when the returns 
begut to trickle in on election night. 


'T'HE fixe states mentioned have among 
* them 143 electoral votes. Added to the 
solid south, they would be more than suffi­ 
cient to elect a president. In all of them, the 
rural sections normally are Republican; they 
go Democratic only when the Democratic or­ 
ganization rolls up an overbalancing major, 
ity in the cities. 
It is worth noting also that each of the 
five organizations named has been doing 
very w ell for itself recently. 
In 1935 Tammany made tremendous gains 
in New York City. In the same year in Chi

STRANGELY enough, when the practical

politicians consider this situation, the 
question a*ked oftenest is not whether the 
big five among Democratic, machines will be 
able to deliver their states and the presi­ 
dency, hut whether they will choose to do so. 
Outwardly, all five are for Roosevelt. But 
the ways of machine politics sometimes are 
strange and inscrutable. Very often a poll- 
tical boss “rises above party" and puts local 
considerations ahead of the interests of the 
national licket. He just conveniently forgets 
to “put on the heat.'* 
Tammany really turned out the vote for 
Roosevelt in 1932. but failed to do so for Al 
Smith, one of its own. in 1928. Now Tam­ 
many is having Internal troubles; will it he 
too much of a strain on those troubles to 
apply the pressure for Roosevelt In 1936? 
Until recently, at least, the official word to 
roll up the vote had not gone down the line 
front the wigwam. 
Mayor Kelly In Chicago had a serious fall 
lug out some weeks ago with Democratic 
Gov. Horner; later a reconciliation pas an­ 
nounced but It can only be conjectured what 
scars remain. Tom Pendergast has a party 
spilt on his hands, with himself the issue in

United States may not know how 
to build much of a navy, but Ameri­ 
can engineers can tell other coun­ 
tries how to do it.
